John Yore is dead. He was the old­ 
est m erchant in Berrien county and 
one of the oldest citizens of St. Joseph. 


Mr. Yore has been ill for two years 
but would not give up his business and 
take to his bed until six weeks ago. 
Before that time he was found imcon* 
scious on the lloor of his store. He w’as 
taken gradually worse after taking his 
bed but held up remarkably well for a 
man of his age and with the terrible 
disease atrophy of the liver, which he 
had. 
Mr. Yore died at H o’clock this 
morning at ihe age of 75, a man who 
held the high esteem of all who knew 
him. 


John YorQ came to St. Joseph 47 
years ago, started a grocery at that 
time and has been out of business only 
12 hours since then. T hat was when 
his grocery burned out with a loss of 
$14,0U0 as he carried no insurance. 
Twelve hours after that Mr. Yore had 
purchased another grocery and was do­ 
ing business as usual. 
He built the 
tirst three story brick store in St. Jo ­ 
seph. 


Several years ago Mr. Yore's eldest 
daughter married Michael Davitt, the 
renowned Irish agitator and Pa*’nellite 
in the British house of commons. After 
ParneH's death Mr. Davitt took his 
place. 
Mrs. Davitt is now in London 
with her husband and will be unable to 
attend thci funeral. 
Deceased leaves 
three other children, John M.. ex-chief 
of police of St. Joseph, Matthias, of St.

Tlint evening there was a great con* 
course oi people ou tho Place de la 
Libertc, The kosati circus was giving 
its last pcrfonnanco, and tbe public of 
Tonlou was flocking to this farewell 
representation.
